Today’s  dynamic  coin  market  is  not  always 
easy  to  keep  tabs  on,  and  the  collector’s  pursuit  of 
up-to-date  information  can  lead  him  down  a  path 
filled  with  pitfalls. 

What  best  reflects  the  numismatic  marketplace? 
What  information  is  available  to  collectors  who 
cannot  sacrifice  the  time  required  for  complete 
knowledge  of  current  market  activities?  Which 
sources  of  information  are  reliable,  and  which  ones 
are  not? 

Without  a  doubt,  the  most  valuable  source  of 
information  available  to  the  average  collector  today  is 
afforded  by  the  numismatic  auction  industry.  At  least 
20  major  auctions  are  accessible  each  year.  Often, 
catalogs  and  pricing  information  are  furnished  by 
auction  houses  to  their  active  customers  at  no  extra 
charge.  Subscriptions  are  offered  at  various  rates, 
usually  $1  5-$25  per  year. 

Unreserved  auctions  are  a  veritable  cornucopia 
of  information,  and  a  collector  with  substantial 
numismatic  holdings  can  ill  afford  to  ignore  auction 
activity. 

Another  valuable  source  is  coin  shows; 
however,  obtaining  information  from  them  is  more 
difficult  than  from  auctions.  Whenever  possible, 
collectors  should  visit  one  of  the  larger  coin  shows. 
His  sojourn  may  enable  him  to  talk  with  the  dealers 
from  whom  he  buys  coins,  as  well  as  observing 
firsthand  the  heart  of  the  coin  business. 


A  third  source  is  the  printed  page,  including 
weekly  or  monthly  newsletters,  value  guide  sections 
of  well-known  tabloids  and  magazines,  regularly 
issued  dealer  publications  and  dealers’  advertisements.  * 
While  this  information  is  the  most  easily  procured,  it 
should  be  tempered  with  the  thought  that  prices  listed 
are  either  an  offer  to  do  business  or  a  general, 
perceived  reflection  of  the  market  --  not  reports  of 
actual  transactions. 

An  important  and  widely  overlooked  source  of 
information  is  the  telephone.  A  straightforward 
conversation  with  a  qualified  and  helpful  customer 
representative  from  Steve  Ivy  Rare  Coins  can  be 
both  enjoyable  and  enlightening.

$10  Legal  Tender  Series 
Exciting  for  Collectors 


This  month’s  column  will  examine  the  $1 0 
Legal  Tender  Issues,  an  exciting  series  for  currency 
collectors.  Not  only  does  the  series  bear  a  rainbow  of 
colors,  it  also  features  vignettes  and  people  important 
to  American  history. 

Hie  $  1 0  type  set  can  be  quite  difficult  to 
locate  in  Crisp  Uncirculated  condition.  There  are 
eight  distinctive  type  notes  in  the  $1 0  Legal  Tender 
Series,  with  the  1 862  series  date  being  the  first. 

A  product  of  our  First  Issue  and  dated 
February  25,  1 862,  the  Friedberg  93  is  very 
similar  in  obverse  design  to  the  Demand  Note  of 
1861.  The  difference  is  in  the  addition  of  the 
United  States  Treasury  Seal  and  the  removal  of  the 
words  “On  Demand.”  Hie  $10  denomination  bears 
the  portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  an  eagle  with 
draped  shield,  and  a  female  allegory  representing  art. 
The  reverse  of  our  first  type  note  carries  the  First 
Obligation  which  reads  “...is  exchangeable  for  U.S. 
six  percent  twenty  year  bonds,  redeemable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  United  States  after  five  years.”  He 
First  Obligation  $  1 0  note  is  scarce  especially  in  high 
grade. 

He  second  type  note  in  the  $  1 0  Legal 
Tender  Series  is  a  model  of  the  first  in  design.  He 
contrast  is  in  the  Second  Obligation  which  reads 
“...and  is  receivable  in  payment  of  all  loans  made  to 
the  United  States.”  In  pattern  the  reverse  of  this  type 
has  been  changed  somewhat  with  the  Roman 
numeral  “X”  replacing  “10.”  This  type  note  can 
be  obtained  in  a  high  grade  without  too  much  trou¬ 
ble. 


He  third  note  for  type  was  introduced  with  a 
totally  new  scheme.  He  $10  1869  Legal  Tender, 
as  the  other  1 869  issues,  is  a  member  of  the  popular 
“rainbow  series.”  He  note  bears  the  red,  green,  and 
blue  colors  on  the  obverse  with  strong  blue  fibers 
running  throughout.  It  is  highlighted  with  the  large, 
red,  spiked  treasury  seal.  Our  American  heritage  is 
symbolized  with  the  vignette  of  the  Indian  Princess 
Pocahontas  being  presented  to  England’s  royal  court. 
He  portrait  of  U.S.  Congressman,  Senator  and 
Secretary  of  State,  Daniel  Webster  is  also  pictured. 
Hs  note,  as  our  next  three  for  type,  has  been  term¬ 
ed  the  “Jackass”  note.  This  term  stems  from  the 
eagle  vignette  at  the  bottom  of  the  note.  When  turn¬ 
ed  upside  down,  it  resembles  the  head  of  a  jackass. 
He  $10  1 869  Legal  Tender  isn’t  too  difficult  to 
locate  in  a  high  grade. 

Our  next  three  notes  for  type  are  similar  in 
design  to  the  1 869  note;  however  due  to  color,  seal 
placement,  or  embellishments  they  are  all  distinctive. 
He  fourth  note  in  the  type  set  carries  a  red  “TEN” 
in  red  ornamental  design  at  the  right  of  center.  A 
small  raised  treasury  seal  to  the  left  is  also  present. 
This  note  is  difficult  to  locate  in  high  grade,  the 
Fr-99  being  the  toughest. 

He  large,  brown,  spiked  treasury  seal  replaces 
the  red  “TEN”  on  the  fifth  type  note.  Hs  type  of 
$10  Legal  Tender  bears  red  serial  numbers,  and 
three  signature  combinations.  It  is  an  elusive  note  in 
top  grade. 

He  sixth  type  note  in  the  $1 0  Legal  Tender 
series  has  a  small,  yet  distinctive,  difference  from  the 
previous  issues.  He  red  serial  numbers  have  been 
replaced  with  blue  ones.  This  type  note  offers  the 
greatest  amount  of  choice  with  eleven  different  notes 
from  which  to  choose.  Although  none  of  the  $  1 0 
Legals  is  easy  to  obtain  in  Gem  condition,  this 
variety  shouldn’t  be  that  difficult. 
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Series  1 90 1  brought  about  the  most  distinctive 
of  American  themes-the  buffalo.  The  central 
vignette  is  of  Black  Diamond,  the  famous  buffalo 
which  was  used  as  the  prototype.  Black  Diamond 
was  also  used  on  the  reverse  of  the  Indian  Head 
Nickel  in  1913.  Flanking  this  central  vignette  are 
two  of  America’s  greatest  explorers,  Meriwether 
Lewis  and  William  Gark.  This  type  offers  nine  dif¬ 
ferent  signature  combinations  from  which  to  choose. 
The  “Bison”  note  has  seen  tremendous  interest 
throughout  the  years  and  remains  in  great  demand. 

The  eighth  and  last  type  note  in  the  $  1 0 
Legal  Tender  Series  carries  the  series  date  of  1923. 


A  one-year  type,  this  note  bears  the  head  of  An¬ 
drew  Jackson  with  a  large  red  Roman  numeral  “X,” 
red  scalloped  treasury  seal,  and  red  serial  numbers  on 
the  obverse.  The  $10  1923  Legal  Tender  was  only 
printed  in  fiscal  year  1 926  with  696,000  coming 
off  the  press.  Approximately  43  are  known  in  uncir¬ 
culated  condition!  It  will  truly  be  the  most  difficult 
note  in  the  $1 0  Legal  Tender  type  set  in  Crisp  Un¬ 
circulated  condition. 

Although  difficult  to  assemble  in  Crisp  Uncir¬ 
culated  condition,  the  $1 0  Legal  Tender  type  set  is 
a  colorful  and  exciting  reward  for  the  persistent  col¬ 
lector.

The  Pratt  Gold  Pieces: 
‘Sunken  Coinage  Treasures

President  Theodore  Roosevelt  is  held  in  high 
esteem  by  American  numismatists,  and  deservedly 
so,  for  the  role  he  played  in  fostering  art  and  beauty 
in  our  coinage.  Often,  however,  hobbyists  think  of 
Roosevelt  only  in  connection  with  the  two  Saint- 
Gaudens  gold  coins,  especially  the  stunning  double 
eagle.  He  also  had  a  hand  in  the  birth  of  two  other 
U.S.  gold  coins,  and  those,  in  some  respects,  are 
even  more  worthy  of  note. 

The  coins  in  question  are  the  Indian  Head  half 
and  quarter  eagles  ($5  and  $2.50  gold  pieces). 
These  coins,  first  issued  in  1 908,  have  long  been 
overshadowed  by  the  larger,  more  spectacular  Saint- 
Gaudens  coins  -  just  as  their  designer,  Bela  Lyon 
Pratt,  toiled  in  the  shadow  of  the  other  coins’  creator, 
sculptor  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens.  And  yet,  while 
they’re  less  dazzling  than  Saint-Gaudens’  double 
eagle  and  eagle,  the  Pratt  coins  in  a  sense  are  more 
innovative  and  daring. 

Their  innovation  stems  partly  from  Pratt’s 
design,  one  which  they  both  have  in  common.  This 
portrays  a  true-to-life  Indian  brave,  the  first  real 
Indian  featured  on  U.S.  coinage,  on  the  obverse  and 
a  naturalistic  eagle  on  the  reverse.  Earlier  coins, 
including  Saint-Gaudens’  $10  gold  piece,  had 
depicted  “Indians,”  but  always  as  Caucasians 
wearing  Indian  garb. 

What  truly  sets  these  fascinating  coins  apart, 
however,  is  their  use  of  incuse  relief:  instead  of  being 
raised  above  the  surface  and  protected  by  a  rim,  the 
design  elements  and  lettering  are  sunk  in  a  plane 
which  is  uniformly  flat.  The  technique  has  been  used 
on  no  other  U.S.  coins  before  or  since. 

This  intriguing  departure  from  the  norm  was 
sanctioned  by  President  Roosevelt  after  being 
suggested  to  him  by  a  close  friend,  Dr.  William 


Sturgis  Bigelow  of  Boston.  Besides  being  a  prominent 
physician,  Bigelow  was  also  a  collector  of  fine  art, 
and  he  had  come  to  admire  the  incuse  relief  used  in 
works  of  art  in  ancient  Egypt. 

Pratt,  too,  was  from  Boston.  He  and  Bigelow 
had  become  acquainted  through  theii  mutual 
involvement  in  art  circles  there,  and  that  relationship 
led  to  the  coinage  assignment.  While  far  less 
renowned  than  Saint-Gaudens,  Pratt  was  by  no 
means  a  neophyte:  he  was  nationally  known  and 
respected  as  a  sculptor  of  considerable  talent. 

Like  most  radical  departures,  the  Indian  Head 
half  and  quarter  eagles  had  their  critics.  One  in 
particular  --  a  well-known  Philadelphia  numismatist 
named  S.H.  Chapman  -  found  them  so  offensive 
that  he  fired  off  a  letter  to  the  President. 

Chapman  took  exception  to  almost  every 
aspect  of  the  coins.  To  start  with,  he  didn’t  like  the 
Indian,  which  he  described  as  being  “emaciated, 
totally  unlike  the  big,  strong  Indian  chiefs  as  seen  in 
real  life.”  He  found  fault  with  the  eagle,  as  well, 
saying  it  appeared  to  be  a  kind  that  was  native  to 
Europe,  rather  than  the  U.S.  He  saved  his  sharpest 
comments,  though,  for  the  “sunken  design”  of  the 
coins.  He  warned  that  the  design  would  give  rise  to 
a  multitude  of  ills:  counterfeiters  would  have  a  field 
day,  the  coins  wouldn’t  stack  properly,  and  --  most 
dire  of  all  --  these  would  prove  to  be  the  “most 
unhygienic”  coins  ever  issued,  since  the  recessed 
areas  would  soon  become  clogged  with  filth  and 
convey  disease. 

“These  coins,”  Chapman  said,  “will  be  a 
disgrace  to  our  country  as  a  monument  of  our  present 
ideas  of  art  as  applied  to  coinage.  As  compared  with 
those  of  recent  issues  of  European  countries,  not  to 
mention  the  beautiful  works  of  the  ancient  Greek 
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coin  engravers,  it  is  an  utterly  miserable,  hideous 
production,  and  let  us  hope  that  its  issue  will  not  be 
continued  and  that  it  will  be  recalled  and  melted.” 

Roosevelt  sent  Bigelow  a  copy  of  Chapman’s 
letter,  and  Bigelow,  in  turn,  wrote  a  letter  of  his  own 
giving  point-by-point  responses  to  each  of  the 
objections  Chapman  raised.  Far  from  being 
emaciated,  he  said,  the  Indian  on  the  coins  was  based 
upon  a  photograph  of  an  Indian  whose  health  was 
excellent.  “Perhaps,”  he  suggested,  “Mr.  Chapman 
has  in  mind  the  fatter  but  less  characteristic  type  of 
Indian  sometimes  seen  on  the  reservations.”  As  for 
the  eagle,  that,  he  said,  was  “an  absolutely  correct 
representation  of  the  white-headed  American  eagle.” 

When  he  came  to  Chapman’s  comments  on 
the  coins’  incuse  relief,  Bigelow  made  it  clear  that  he 
viewed  these  complaints  with  disdain. 

Easy  for  forgers  to  engrave?  “This  criticism 
can  hardly  be  taken  seriously.  If  a  forger  were  going 
to  engrave  anything  he  would  not  waste  his  labor  on 
a  single  coin.” 

Unhygienic?  “A  dirty  gold  coin  would  be  an 
anomaly.  I  have  never  happened  to  see  one.” 

Impossible  to  stack?  “Perfectly  true.  I  noticed 
it  as  soon  as  they  were  issued  and  called  Mr. 

Leach’s  (Mint  Director  Frank  A.  Leach’s)  attention 
to  it.  It  proved  to  be  due  to  an  accidental  warping  of 
the  steel  die  in  hardening.  Mr.  Leach  tells  me  that  it 
can  and  will  be  avoided  in  future.” 

Roosevelt  was  satisfied  with  Bigelow’s 
explanations.  Chapman  was  not,  and  answered  with 
a  point-by-point  rebuttal  of  his  own.  By  then  his 
objections  were  moot.  The  coins  were  in  production 


and  their  issuance  wouldn’t  be  halted  until  the 
presidency  of  another  Roosevelt,  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt,  in  1933. 

Production  of  the  two  Pratt  coins  was 
sporadic.  After  the  early  years,  there  were  long 
stretches  when  the  Mint  failed  to  issue  one  or  both. 
For  both  coins,  the  last  year  of  issue  was  1 929;  they 
remained  in  the  coinage  lineup  thereafter,  but  made 
no  further  appearances  before  FDR  closed  the  books 
on  gold  coinage  for  good. 

Mintages  of  both  the  coins  were  relatively 
high,  compared  to  earlier  series  in  the  same 
denominations.  In  both  cases,  though,  there  were 
issues  of  considerable  scarcity.  Among  the  quarter 
eagles,  the  key  coin  is  the  1911  -D,  with  a  mintage 
of  less  than  36,000  and  a  current  price  tag  of  more 
than  $20,000  in  MS  63.  Among  the  half  eagles, 
there  are  nearly  a  dozen  coins  which  bring  five-figure 
prices  in  MS  63.  Of  these,  the  most  valuable  is  the 
1 909-0,  a  coin  with  a  mintage  of  less  than  33,000. 
In  flawless  mint  condition,  it’s  worth  close  to 
$30,000.  For  common-date  coins  in  MS  63, 
collectors  can  expect  to  pay  upwards  of  $2,300  for 
an  Indian  Head  quarter  eagle  and  $5,000  or  more 
for  a  half  eagle. 

The  Pratt  gold  coins  will  never  outshine  the 
issues  by  Saint-Gaudens.  Their  glow  is  less  intense; 
their  appeal  is  more  subtle.  Hobbyists  who  take  the 
time  to  study  them,  though  --  to  look  beneath  the 
surface,  so  to  speak  --  will  find  them  compelling  in  a 
different  sort  of  way. 

Here,  as  elsewhere,  beauty  is  more  than  skin 

deep.

Exploits  of  Early  Coin  Dealers 
Provide  Interesting  Reading

Reading  about  the  exploits  and 
achievements  of  some  of  this  country’s  first 
rare  coin  dealers  can  often  be  as  interesting 
and  rewarding  as  studying  coins  themselves. 

Edward  Cogan,  recognized  as 
America’s  first  professional  numismatist,  began 
buying  and  selling  coins  fulltime  in  1 858. 

The  Philadelphia  dealer  published  many  price 
lists  and  conducted  several  mail  bid  auction 
sales. 

Edouard  Frossard  was  another  pioneer¬ 
ing  dealer.  He  was  one  of  the  most  prolific  of 
the  early  dealers,  conducting  more  than  1  50 
auction  sales.  He  also  published  a  widely  read 
journal  called  Numisma. 

Brothers  S.  H.  and  Henry  Chapman 
became  dealers  in  1 878  while  still  teenagers. 
In  1 882  they  sold  at  auction  the  famous 
Charles  Bushnell  collection,  and  thus  were 
well  on  their  way  to  becoming  one  of  the 
most  respected  rare  coin  dealerships  of  the  era. 

In  1 906,  one  of  the  great  names  in 
numismatics,  B.  Max  Mehl,  established  a 
dealership  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  Today,  he 
is  recognized  as  this  country’s  most  famous 
numismatist.  From  1908-1919,  he  published 
Me  his  Numismatic  Monthly ,  in  addition  to 
his  price  lists  and  auction  catalogs.  This 
publication  contained  numismatic  articles  and 


news,  and  plenty  of  notes  extolling  B.  Max 
Mehl,  the  numismatist,  largely  through  “un¬ 
solicited  comments”  and  schedules  of  his  up¬ 
coming  auctions. 

Perusal  of  Mehl’s  Monthly  and  early 
house  organs  reveals  some  entertaining  and 
nostalgic  items  that  can  contribute  to  a  clearer 
understanding  of  the  evolution  of  the 
numismatic  marketplace.  Even  some  informa¬ 
tion  that  might  otherwise  be  unobtainable  can 
be  gathered  from  these  old  publications. 

For  instance,  did  you  know  that  the 
1 88 1  -S  Morgan  Dollar,  in  the  late  1 890s 
and  early  1 900s,  was  quite  scarce  and  carried 
a  substantial  premium  (up  to  $2!)  over  “com¬ 
mon”  dates?  Then,  prices  suddenly  dropped 
off  to  face  value  only,  indicating  an  influx  of 
large  numbers  of  1881  -S  Morgans  onto  the 
market. 


Brothers  S.H.  and  Henry  Chapman  began  their  coin  dealership  in  Philadelphia 
during  the  I880's  and  were  among  the  first  to  attempt  first-rate  coin  sales  catalogs. 
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One  might  deduce  from  these  facts  that 
the  majority  of  the  production  of  1 88 1  -S 
dollars  remained  unreleased  for  two  or  three 
decades  after  they  were  minted,  thus  account¬ 
ing  for  their  temporary  scarcity  and,  in  part, 
for  their  relative  abundance  in  mint  state  con¬ 
dition  today. 

Similar  situations  occurred  in  the  early 
1 950s  with  1 923  and  1 925  Peace  Dollars, 
the  “keys”  to  the  series,  according  to  the 
1 947  Handbook  of  U.S.  Coins ,  and  in 
1 963-64  with  New  Orleans  dollars  dated 
1 898- 1 904,  inclusively. 

Delving  further,  we  find  that  Trade 
Dollars  sold  for  less  than  75  cents  each  in  the 
1 920s,  and,  in  the  same  era,  proof  gold  coins 


sometimes  realized  below  face  value  at  auc¬ 
tion!  It  was  common  practice,  in  those  days, 
to  charge  a  10  percent  “buyer’s  commission’ 
on  each  auction  lot  sold.  Proof  gold  coins,  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  rarest  years,  were  available  from 
the  mint  for  a  small  amount  over  face,  so 
dealers  and  collectors  were  loathe  to  purchase 
them  at  auction  for  more. 

And,  although  grading  might  seem  con¬ 
fusing  today,  thank  goodness  we  don’t  have 
terms  like  “extra  good”  and  “about  proof!” 

The  fascination  is  endless,  but  this  col¬ 
umn  must  not  be.  Time  and  space  permitting, 
more  “numistalgia”  will  be  featured  in  up¬ 
coming  issues  of  The  Ivy  Numismatic 
Monthly.

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AUCTION

For  those  collectors  who  think  that  high  quality  rarities  have  not 
been  selling  well  at  auction,  we  have  some  good  news.  At  our  recently 
conducted  University  Park  Sale,  a  gem  1921-S  Walker  sold  for  $36,000, 
setting  a  record  for  that  date.  The  winning  bid  was  a  full  $10,000  over 
the  previous  record  of  $26,000  established  at  auction  last  year. 

Prices  realized  for  the  auction  totaled  $1.6  million  against  a  pre¬ 
auction  estimate  of  $1.5  million. 

Some  of  the  highlights  included:  1840  Large  Cent  in  MS  (65), 
$2,000;  1877  Indian  Cent  Proof  (65),  $3,000;  1873  Two  Cent  Piece 
Proof  (67),  $3,600;  1800  Half  Dime  VF  (20),  $2,600;  1863-S  Seated 
Dime  MS  (67),  $5,900;  1895  Barber  Dime  Proof  (67),  $3,600;  1899-0 
Barber  Half  MS  (67),  $5,525  and  an  1879  Trade  Dollar  Proof  (65), 
$5,000. 

Morgan  Dollars,  as  usual,  were  exceptionally  strong,  with  many 
pieces  breaking  auction  records.  An  1879-0  in  MS  (67)  sold  for  $3,300 
and  an  1891  in  MS  (65)  prooflike  realized  $3,000,  to  mention  a  couple  of 
examples. 

As  expected,  commemoratives  received  considerable  attention,  with 
most  of  the  gem  coins  going  for  more  than  current  bid  levels.  A  group  of 
twenty  1858  Half  Dimes  grading  from  MS  (60)  to  MS  (65)  generated  a 
great  deal  of  floor  activity  and  sold  for  an  average  of  $850  per  coin. 

In  total,  the  sale  illustrates  that  while  lower  quality  coins  are  not 
selling  particularly  well,  the  demand  is  there  for  the  true  quality  pieces. 

Our  next  auction,  scheduled  May  22-23,  looks  to  be  one  of  our 
largest  and  most  interesting  to  date.  Of  particular  interest  are  two 
beautiful  sets  of  Indian  Cents  in  mint  state  and  proof;  Half  Dimes  from 
1794,  1833,  1835  and  1836;  a  trio  of  Three-Legged  Buffaloes;  a  virtually 
complete  set  of  Mercury  Dimes  and  numerous  Bust  Halves  and  Dollars. 
We’re  also  privileged  to  offer  the  very  rare  and  popular  1920-S  $20  Gold 
Piece.  The  commemorative  collector  will  be  treated  to  no  fewer  than  100 
lots  in  the  sale  and  dollar  collectors  can  choose  from  such  rarities  as  an 
1879-CC,  1894,  1895-0  and  1934-S,  all  in  mint  state,  and  the  extremely 
rare  1921  Chapman  Proof.

Q:  I  am  trying  to  assemble  a  collection  of  matte  proof  Lincoln  Cents  and  Buffalo  Nickels. 

Recently,  I  attended  a  local  coin  show  and  found  a  1916  cent  called  “ Matte  Proof  ”  Under  close 
examination,  the  coin  wasn't,  in  my  opinion,  a  true  proof  Can  you  help  by  defining  the  exact 
characteristics  of  a  true  matte  proof  coin? 

A:  The  subject  of  authenticity  of  matte  proof  cents  and  nickels  is  a  “touchy”  one.  These  coins 
were  purposely  made  without  the  typical  mirror  surfaces  as  seen  on  most  other  proof 
issues.  The  confusion  results  from  an  early  business  strike  coin  with  sharp  detail  and  a 
nearly  squared  edge  being  sold  as  a  proof,  either  from  ignorance  or  greed.  Also,  these  coins 
tend  to  tone  rather  deeply  and  are  prone  to  carbon  spotting,  a  detracting  factor. 

When  a  “matte  proof’  coin  is  being  examined,  check  out  the  following  characteristics: 

*  The  edge  should  be  sharp  and  squared  around  the  circumference  on  the  obverse  and 
reverse.  Also,  the  edge  itself  should  be  reflective  or  shiny. 

*  Under  5X  magnification,  all  the  lettering  should  be  sharp  and  crisp,  not  mushy. 
Remember,  proofs  were  made  utilizing  multiple  strikes  with  carefully  selected  dies. 

*  Now,  again  with  the  5X  glass,  look  very  carefully  at  the  surfaces.  There  should  be  an 
absence  of  tiny  contact  marks.  This  factor  is  often  the  telltale  difference  between  a 
proof  and  a  non-proof  coin.  Keep  in  mind  that  proofs  were  specially  made  for 
collectors  and  never  went  into  a  coin  hopper,  or  bank  bag.  (A  Proof-60  coin  could 
exhibit  a  mark  or  two  from  mishandling,  but  a  Proof-65  coin  should  be  free  of 
miniscule  abrasions.) 

Remember,  there  is  no  educator  better  than  experience.  Examination  of  verified  matte 
proofs  and  comparisons  with  known  non-proof  coins  may  prove  to  be  extremely  helpful.
